We should do all in our power to 
make the Gospel attractive.

Speaking Well of Others 


No unusual skill is required to see 
others’ faults. But: it takes grace to 
admire their good qualities in spite of 
their defects. Writing of Henry Venn, 
a contemporary of Wesley, Bishop Ryle 
pointed out “his extraordinary catho- 
licity and kindliness of spirit, and his 
readiness to love and honor his brethren. 
Jealousy among ministers of Christ is, 
unhappily, a very common feeling,” he 


continued (and it is well to note that it 
was a minister, not a layman, who wrote 
these words). “Nowhere, perhaps, will 
you find men so slow to recognize the 
gifts of others, and so quick to detect 
their faults, as in the ranks of preachers 
of religion. Of all the men of last cen- 
tury who attained eminent. usefulness, 
I find none so free from jealousy as 
Henry Venn. He seems to delight in 
speaking well of his fellow-labourers, 
and to rejoice in their gifts and suc- 
cess.” Bishop Ryle’s well-known char- 
acter and testimony as a defender of 
the faith show plainly that he did not 
ignore the necessity of speaking out 
strongly against false teaching. But 
what he had in mind in commending 
Venn was the vital importance of rid- 
ding ourselves of jealousy and envy in 
Christian service. His words are timely, 
for human nature has not changed in the 
last two hundred years; and Scriptural, 
for “charity envieth not” and our speech 
is to “be alway with grace, seasoned 
with salt.” 


A Layman’s Scripture Exposition 


HEN the accredited agencies for 

Christian teaching go wrong 

God raises up others. Auburn, 
Union, Crozer, Rochester, Chicago, And- 
over-Newton, with millions upon mil- 
lions of evangelical endowment at their 
disposal, pour out books of criticism, 
discussion, speculation, which seem to 
have little permanent life. Along comes 
a layman with slight technical training, 
self-taught and Spirit-taught, who gives 
us something truly good. LeBaron W. 
Kinney has been all his life factory man- 
ager and superintendent, twelve years 
at Studebaker, ten with the White Motor 
Co., and so on, and in all these years 
he has been a careful student of the 
Scriptures in both Greek and Hebrew. 
But Hebrew is his especial delight, —

brew! I like to read the Hebrew trans- 
lation of the New Testament to see what 
words best express New Testament 
thoughts in Old Testament words. I 
have just finished reading the New Tes- 
tament through, the twelfth time, in He- 
brew.” Loving the Hebrew language it 
is not surprising that he heads a little 
mission to Jews. “All the work I do 
for the Lord is without charge, a labor 
of love, though now I am laid aside with 
angina.” Mr. Kinney is deacon in a Bap- 
tist church in Cleveland which, with its 
thousand members, has stepped out of 
the denomination, “but is going along 
with the Lord and is being blessed with 
the salvation of souls.” 

He has published various books, 
“Acres of Rubies,” a study of Old Testa- 
ment words, and “He Is Thy Lord and 
Worship Thou Him,” a book of exposi- 
tion and praise, among them. They are 
original and of real spiritual insight, and 
doubtless a few extracts from them will 
send. readers to the books themselves.

significance in the use of words in the 


opening of the Bible and in the closing. 
Here are instances cited. The first has 
to do with the love of God as expressed 
in His unspeakable gift of the only be- 
gotten Son, His sacrifice for the sins of 
the world. The first time any form of 
the word “love” occurs in Scripture is 
in Genesis 22:2. God passed by the gar- 
den of Eden with its lovely idyl, passed 
by the history of two thousand years 
before the flood, and reserved the first 
use of the word for the wonderful story 
of Abraham and Isaac on Mt. Moriah, 
type of Father and Son on the same 
mountain-spur two thousand years later, 
“Take now thy son, thine only son Isaac, 
whom thou lovest, and get. thee into the 
land of Moriah; and offer him there for 
a burnt-offering upon one of the moun- 
tains which I will tell thee of.” 

The first time the word “love” occurs 
in the New Testament is in Matthew 
3:17 when the Voice from Heaven, which 
spake to Abraham, here said: “This is 
my beloved Son, in whom I am well 
pleased:” The first time it occurs in 
Mark (1:11) is in the same connection, 
“Thou art my beloved Son”; and in Luke 
also (3:22), “Thou art my beloved Son; 
in thee I am well pleased.” But the most 
wonderful fact of all is that, in the Gos- 
pel of John, the first time the word love 
appears is in 3:16, “For God so loved the 
world, that he gave his only begotten 
Son, that whosoever believeth in him 
should not perish, but have everlasting 
life.” The words “only begotten” are 
a clear and unquestionably designed 
echo of “thy son, thine only son” of 
Genesis 22:2. 





A like parallel, this time between the 
old and new dispensations, is made in 
comparing Ecclesiastes 12 with the Epis- 
tle to the Ephesians. The key word of 
Ecclesiastes is “under the sun.” Here 
lives and dies the old man, his faculties 
failing, his strength declining. The new 
man in Christ is above and beyond the 
sun, in the heavenlies. The windows, 
or eyes, of the aging, earth-bound man 
are darkness: those of the new man 
are refreshed and renewed, “The eyes 
of your understanding being enlight- 
ened; that ye may know what is the 
hope of his calling, and what the riches 
of the glory of his inheritance in the 
saints” (Eph. 1:18). In Ecclesiastes the 
body is pictured as falling to pieces with 
a mournful sound; the knees bow as the 
keepers of the house ‘tremble. In Ephe- 
sians all is power and glory and bold- 
ness. “For this cause I bow my knees 
unto the Father of our Lord Jesus Christ 
’,. that he would grant you, according

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to the riches of his glory, to be strength- 
ened with might by his Spirit” (3: 14-16). 
Here is no imperfect, trembling body, 
but a perfect man moving toward, not 
death and dissolution, but the measure 
of the stature of the fullness of Christ. 
In Ecclesiastes the various parts of the

collapsing, in Ephesians every part in 
the whole body is compacted and -work- 
ing effectually (4:16). In Ecclesiastes 
strong men. bow. themselves as death 
comes on; in Ephesians we are adjured 
to be. strong in. the Lord. and in the 
power of his might. That-body is going 
down; this going up,-for we are mem- 
bers of His body, of His flesh,. and: of 
His bones. ;

Him” has a very discerning: discussion 
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Did Hobab Go with Moses? 


A problem. occurs’ in the Sunday 
school lesson in this issue, Numbers 
10:11, 12, 29-36, on which there is some 
difference of opinion among commenta- 
tors, and hence among the Times’ own 
lesson writers. It is the question whether 
or not Hobab went with the Children 
of Israel at Moses’ invitation (v. 29). 
Dr. Ironside touches upon this under 
verse 32 in his article. Finding that 
there was some difference of opinion 
among the lesson writers, and anticipat- 
ing. that others might raise fhe same 
question, the Editors made, a study of 
several commentaries, and wrote to Dr. 
Ironside for further light on his view 
of the matter. He writes: 

So far as known, Hobab returned to his 
own land. Some think Judges f:16 and 
4:11 imply that the family of Moses” 
father-in-law did go along with Israel into 
the land. ~3 S 
C. H:: M? in his “Notes”. on Numbers 

says: “We are not told in this place 
whether Hobab went or not. He cer- 
tainly refused the first appeal, and per- 
haps the second likewise.” 

Matthew Henry inclines to ‘the view 
that he did go with them. Jamieson, 
Fausset and Brown, on verse 32, state 
clearly: “A strong inducement’ is here 
held out; but it seems not to have 
changed the young man’s purpose, for 
he departed and settled in his own dis- 
trict (see Judges 1:16; 1 Sam. 15:6).” 
The Davis Bible dictionary holds that 
“Hobab finally consented (Num. 10:29; 
Judges 1:16; 4:11). After the ¢onquest 
of Canaan, his family settles in Judah, 
south of Arad, and ‘were still. there in 
the time of Saul arid David.” 

This is one of those minor Bible prob- 
lems on which there is no clear state- 
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of the name “Lord” in Old and New Tes- 
taments, the name which bears in it the 
fact of Christ’s deity. In the Old Testa- 
ment the godly seed called upon “the 
name of the Lord,” invoked His name 
in prayer (“I will take the cup of sal- 
vation, and call upon the name of the 

Lord” — Psa. 116:13). In the New the 
same phraseology is used and applied 
to. Christ: “There is none other name 
under heaven given among men whereby 
we must be saved” (Acts 4:12); “For 
his name’s sake they went forth” (3 John 
7). This “name,” eommon to both Tes- 
taments, is “Lord.” Its use is the touch- 
stone which classifies men as believers 
or unbelievers. Judas called Christ 
“Master”; never once, “Lord.” “And 
they were exceeding sorrowful, and be- 
gan every. one. of them to say unto him,

ment. . Conclusions must be drawn from 
inference, and devout students do not 
agree. 

A related problem is that of the names. 
“And Moses said unto Hobab, the son 
of Raguel the Midianite, Moses’ father 
in law, We are journeying unto the place 
of which the Lord said, I will give it 
you: come thou with us, and we will 
do thee good: for the Lord hath spoken 
good concerning Israel” (Num, 10:29). 
Which is Moses’ father-in-law: Hobab 

Raguel? It could be read either way. 
fic is called Reuel in Exodus 2:18 and 
Jethro in Exodus 3:1; 4:18, etc. 

On this point Dr. Ironside writes: 

As to the names, there has always been a 
difficulty there. Jethro and Raguel seem 
_identical— and possibly the same person 
» was also called Hobab, and the sdén bore 
the father’s name. This kind of thing was 
not ‘uncommon in those days. The case 

of Abiathar and Ahimelech is similar (1 

Sam. 21:1; 22:9, 20; Mark 2:26). 

The Davis Bible dictionary has one of 
the clearest statements on this problem: 

{Hobab] The father-in-law of Moses, 
according to the traditional vowel points 
of the Hebrew text (Judges 4:11). But 
the father-in-law of Moses was Reuel, or, 
to call him by what appears to have been 
his -honorary title, Jethro, his excellency. 

Hobab is definitely stated to have been 

the son of Revel (Num. 10:29), and if the 

traditional vocalization is ignored, and re- 
gard paid to the Hebrew text only, the 

Hebrew words may equally well be trans- 

lated “Hobab the brother-in-law of 

Moses” (Judges 1:16; 4:11, R.V.). 

But, as Dr. Ironside writes to the Edi- 
tor, the most important point in this 
passage is “the lesson of divine, instead 
of human guidance.” Moses and the Is- 
raelites. did not need Hobab’s knowl- 
edge of the country when they had God’s 
own. guidance through the pillar of cloud 
and fire. - 
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Are the Mexican Indians Christian ? 


Glimpses of their history and their religious beliefs 











HEN Cortes and his followers 

W landed in Mexico they found a 
civilization that was several 
hundred years in advance of the North 
American Indians. The monuments in 
the Valley of Mexico, Chiapas, and Yu- 
catan make this clear. But their re- 
ligion was thoroughly pagan in faith 
and practice. They worshiped all man- 
ner of gods. They had gods of the sun, 
moon, earth, war, love, and others. Their 
name was legion. So religious were they 
that their whole life was interwoven 
with their worship. Buying and selling 
were religious. Sowing and harvests 
were observed with religious festivals. 
With irén hand the invaders tore down 
the temples which the Indians had built 


to the honor of their deities. They de- - 


molished their shrines and broke in 
pieces their idols. Under the uplifted 
sword of the conqueror, the Indians were 
compelled to accept the new faith that 
had come from Spain. Great crowds 
were baptized not knowing what it all 
meant. General Vicente Palacia, a 
Mexican historian, says: “The con- 
quered Indians did not have the remotest 
idea of Christian doctrine or Catholic 
worship, but looked upon their conver- 
sion as a necessary consequence of their 
defeat in battle and an indispensable 
requisite which affirmed their allegiance 
to the Spanish crown. The Indians came 
to the conclusion that conversion and 
baptism were the most powerful weapons 
with which to protect themselves from 
the cruelties of the Spanish invaders. 
Therefore they came into the towns en 
masse asking for baptism.” (Quoted by 
Dr. Hubert Brown in “Latin America,” 
Page 74.) 


The Paganization of Christianity 


Within a few years about four mil- 
lion Indians were baptized. Dr. Butler 
in “Mexico in Transition” states.that “the 
priests boasted that their ordinary day’s 
work was to baptize from ten to twenty 
thousand Indians.” To stir them to bap- 
tism, a law was passed making only 
children of baptized parents eligible to 
inherit property. 

Thus the Indians renounced their old 
faith and came into the new religion 
without any instruction as to what it 
meant. It was this practice that made 
the great traveler Humboldt say that 
“the introduction of the Romish religion 
had no more effect on the Indian than 
to substitute new forms and ceremonies 
for his sanguinary worship.” Abbott de- 
clared that “Christianity instead of con- 
verting, enlightening, and sanctifying 


the people was itself converted. Pagan- 
ism was baptized and Christianity was 
paganized.” 

To make matters worse, the cruelties 
which -the- newcomers practiced on the 
Indians drove the latter to the moun- 
tains, nature’s hiding place, where they 
have been left in their isolation, igno- 
rance, and suffering. Only since the 
days of the Revolution of 1910 -have they 
been given schools, Under these condi- 


tions the poor Indians have lived. Nom- 


inally they have belonged to the Rom- 
ish faith, but with exceptions here and 
there the Indians understand very little 
of the Romish teaching. To confuse the 
Aztec more, the invader attempted to 
substitute his many saints for those 
which the Indian had worshiped, and 
the Indians have been worshiping their 
old deities under the new names which 
the Spaniards gave. 

The Hon. Matias Romero, once Mexi- 
can Ambassador to the United States 
(quoted by Dr. Brown in “Latin Amer- 
ica,” page 53), said that the Indians do 
not know much about their new religion, 
but keep to their old idolatry, having 
replaced their idols with the images 
which the Spanish invaders brought. 

Dr. F. S. Horton, professor in the The- 
ological Seminary of the Methadist Mis- 
sion in Mexico, has written: “The bulk 
of the eight million Indians of Mexico 
are but thinly whitewashed pagan idol- 
ators in spirit and in practice though 
not in name. They are not only image 
worshipers, but many worship stones 
and pray to them.” He tells of a friend 
in the mountains of Puebla who dis- 
mantled a large cross and found inside 
a stuffed owl which. was believed to be 
a symbol of an evil spirit and which the 
Indians ‘worshiped in reality instead of 
the cross. 

Recently the Mexican Government 
sent out a commission to study the In- 
dians relative to their educational, eco- 
nomic, and religious condition. The 
commission, headed by Carlos Basauri,

made a full report. Touching on the 
religious condition of the Indians in 
Mexico he reported that the present-day 
religion of the Indian is fully as super- 
stitious and idolatrous as it was cen- 
turies ago when the Spanish invaders 
came to Mexico. 

For forty years the writer has been 
laboring in the land of Montezuma, and 
for the past ten,years he has been liv- 
ing among the Indians of the Aztec tribe. 
Our home has been in the mountains, 
where we have been able to see the 
Indians seven days of the week and study 
their life from every angle. The con- 
viction has been inescapable that the 
Indians of the present day are not far 
removed. from the idolatry of the fol- 
lowers of Montezuma so far as their 
ideas of God and salvation are con- 
cerned. To say the least they are not 
Christian. They are strangers to the Gos- 
pel of Christ. They are without God 
and without hope. 


From Paganism to Atheism 
Another consideration makes the sit- 


uation of the Indian more perilous. The’ 


Indians are fast getting in touch with 
the modern world. Ours is a day of 
highways for automobiles. And these 
are opening to travel the mountain 
regions hitherto inaccessible. The In- 
dian is feeling the beating pulse of mod- 
ern civilization. According’ to govern- 
ment statistics, four-fifths of the Indians 
understand Spanish. Once the old men 
of the village directed the thinking and 
the living of the village. It is changing 
now. The schoolteacher at the head of 
the village school is leading the youth 
along the avenues of life that seek to be 
up to date. Statistics say that most of 
these young teachers are pledged to evo- 
lution and its kindred theological be- 
liefs. Add to these things the further 
and more serious fact that according to 
Government statistics for the past ten 
years the population has increased seven 
per cent. The Roman Catholic Church 
has increased its membership by seven 
per cent. The Evangelical Church has 
gained one hundred per cent. But the 
atheists or those who have no religion 
at all have gained six hundred per cent. 

These conditions place the Indian in 
extreme peril as far as his spiritual life 
is concerned. The impact of modern 
civilization will show to him the folly 
of his belief in the sun and moon and 
stars as gods to be worshiped. Already 
there is sweeping down upon him the 
mighty current of atheism. His is the

mon.”—The co-operative move- 
ment in China owes much to Christian 
leadership, and in some places is enter- 
ing the church itself. This is a practical 
approximation to the commonwealth of 
the early Church. Miss Houston of Foo- 
chow noticed a large load of hard wood 
being stacked near the parish house, 
and: asked, “Who is buying all this 
wood?” “The Church Co-op,” was the 
reply. The young pastor was checking 
up on weight. “When the last load had 
been weighed, stacked, and recorded, 
he led me through the parish house, 
unlocked and threw open the door lead- 
ing into a large room where, stacked 
against the wall, were ten bags of the 
precious rice so difficult to buy in these 
days, jars of soybean oil, jars of salt, 
stacks of soap bars, sweet potatoes, many 
food condiments, and school things such 
as pencils, erasers,, and paper. ‘All 
bought by our Society funds, supplied 
by our sixty members,’ he said. ‘Each 
pays $10 membership share. We are now 
able to keep our members supplied with 
most of the food essentials.’ The Society 
also: supervises a loan fund for the 
church, from which sums up to $25 are 
loaned out on business terms but with- 
out interest. The Co-operative Society 
is also responsible for most of the chari- 
table work of the church. Last Christ- 
mas $1,000 was given to this fund.” 

It reealls the saying of Tertullian, 
“See how these Christians love one an- 
other.” Christian leadership, is largely 
responsible for the organization in Free 
China of over 100,000 Rural Credit Co- 
operatives with a membership of more 
than 6,000,000. 


Charles Ernest Scott is a connoisseur 
of things Chinese. Some weeks ago he 
told me how the Japanese, in the early 
years of the war, went all over occupied 
China and forced shopkeepers and homes 
and mercantile companies to surrender 
to them every iast ounce of silver in 
their possession. They would send 
troops to surround market places and 
force both buyers and sellers to deliver 
up their coin. When they had swept 
China clear of its silver they shipped it 
to the United States, where it was ex- 
changed into goid certificates at a very 
favorable rate and was used to buy the 
scrap iron for bombing the Chinese. At 
the same time they wrecked the Chi- 
nesé currency and prepared the way for 
the present terrible inflation. 

“Don’t the Chinese, then, hate and de- 


spise us?” I asked. “They would but for 
one thing,” he returned.’ “American 
missions have saved the day for us.” - 

I thought of Mr. Kepler of the Pres- 
byterian Board, who. organized “The 
Service Council ‘for Wounded.” in the 
first year of the war an average ‘of 1,000 
wounded soldiers: was transported ‘ to 
base hospitals daily. It took an average 
of ten days en route: So he organized 
mobile ‘units of five men and’‘a leader, 
mostly volunteer~ students"and teachers, 
at a dollar ahd a half a month atid board. 
He recruited 993, and by 1939 had han- 
dled more than 200,000 wounded soldiers. 
This organization is now: working hand 
in hand with the Chinese Government. 
When trains are stopped at. stated in- 
tervals, these young volunteers bathe the 
wounded, change dressings, give f 
and drink, and at the same time~see 
to give them the Gospel. The Rev. An- 
drew T. Roy is active in this work. 

Christian hospitals in China number 
274, and have done a priceless and un- 
forgettable work for the suffering Chi- 
nese. And then there are the relief 
work, refugee work, and care of war 
orphans. One thinks of Dr. Ida Main in 
Shanghai among the “wild children” of 
that city; of Miss Green and Miss Beek- 
man on the island of Kulangsu; distrib- 
uting vast stores of clothing; of Chris- 
tian doctors, fighting typhoid, smallpox, 
cholera; and dysentery with tens of thou- 
sands of injections. The Chinese leaders 
know all these things. Mr. George 
Shepherd of the American: Board has 
been for several years a close adviser 
te the Generalissimo. . Increasingly, 
army officers ask that the missionaries 
stationed in regions. where soldiers are 
located. give spiritual comfort and in- 
struction to the troops, 

One departing missionary of Tehchow 
was accosted by a little old lady from 
the country “who pulled from her pocket 
a roll of bills, saying that she was sure 
we would need money in starting on the 
long and hazardous journey home. She 
had sold an acre of her land to raise 
this $30. Only the combined efforts of 
Alice Reed and myself at last persuaded 
her to keep the money.” 


The Progress of Clericalism—‘“Once 
Strong, But Now —?” -is the title of an 
editorial in the Chronicle, March,* 1943. 
It speaks first of the outstanding place 
the Episcopal Church had in thé past in 
New York City and of its g-adual pene- 
tration by a ritualistic clericalism. Then 
it describes the services in‘ the Cathe- 
dral of St. John the Divine. Of this

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cathedral this Episcopalian paper says: 

“It functions as a sectarian, medieval, 
Anglo-Catholic propaganda agent. It 
has a complete Anglo-Catholic staff who 
never fail to address each other as 
‘Father.’ The ‘Blessed Sacrament’ is un- 
éarronically reserved. The little boys in 
the choir are taught to orientate, genu- 
flect, mumble trite,-pious shibboleths to 
themselyes .at the end of the services, 
and then mechanically to cross them- 
selves, Above each boy’s bed, we are 
told, hangs a. crucifix, and some say 
auricular confessions are part of the 
[choir] school’s curriculum, . . . Many 
of them go back to their parishes as 
ritualistic troublemakers, 

“Many of our missionary stations have 
been put in charge of Anglo-Catholic 
clergy who, with few exceptions, have 
wrecked them by introducing forms of 
services and teachings and magical rites 
which many of the laity think are dis- 
loyal and superstitious. Nor should we 
forget the astute propaganda activities 
of the monastic order of the Holy Cross 
progressively busy in diocesan politics. 

“There has been a decline in strength, 
opportunities, and missionary stations, 
and an alarming decline in the income 
of the diocese for’ local and general 
church activities. There are serious rifts 
and. divisions and a lack of unity and 
confidence unquestionably due to Anglo- 
Catholic. aggressions.. Loyal clergy and 
laity are distressed and worried.” 

-When money was being raised, the 
public was. told that the cathedral was 
to be “a house. of prayer for all Chris- 
tians.” So all gave, from Mr. Rocke- 
feller with his million down to the As- 
sociation of Protestant Teachers in the 
Public Schools, 7,000 of them. “Our 
membership became interested in the 
building of the Cathedral of St. John 
and underwrote a pledge of $4,500 for 
part of a window in the educational 
bay.” 


Dr. Thomas F. Cummings, a United 
Presbyterian missionary in India, dis- 
satisfied with the slow methods of mis- 
sionary education in native languages, 
went to the Biblical Seminary in New 
York to start a reform. Scores of mis- 
sionaries from every denomination came 
to him for phonetic. training, and Dr. 
Speer was able to say of him, “He saved 
the mission boards a thousand years by 
speeding up language mastery.” He was 
a genius in his line. 

Dr. Zwemer wrote of him: “I think 
of one miracle in Mark, ‘And they bring 
unto him one that... had an impedi- 
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ment in his speech.’ They brought to 
Dr. Cummings in mission, fields all over 
the world the problem of. all mission- 
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for recovery from serious sickness. On 
Good Friday, 1938, he and Mrs. Chap- 
man canvassed Walkerton, Ind., placing 


aries who come to India, Japan, Arabia,’ forty-six Bibles in homes that were with- 


who face these language difficulties and 
impossibilities. He... taught them the 
intimate connection between speech and 
hearing,—in India, through Africa, 
through correspondencé, through teach- 
ing in Canada and this country, and 
most of all through his scholarly books 
on phonétics. I think next to his saintly 
life, the one thing that we all should 
imitate, the secret of his success, was his 
concentration. No one in New York or 
Berlin, in Cambridge or Oxford, knew 
more about phonetics than our brother 
who sleeps and yet sings in all these 
languages with the great multitude.” 


Many Mohammedans from North Af- 
rica came to France to work as laborers 
in factories and mines, and Le Chris- 
tianisme tells the story of one of them 
named Abdallah Abdelkrim. He was a 
Moroccan, married to a French Cath- 
olic, working in a.mine in northern 
France, who fell to drinking and drink- 
selling. His first child died and the 
Moslem-Catholic pair asked a French 
pastor to attend the funeral as a com- 
promise between their antagonistic 
faiths. This put Abdallah in touch with 
Protestantism, and through Protestant- 
ism with the Croix Bleue, an organiza- 
tion of rescue workers. _He gave himself 
to Christ and Christ. gave. Himself to 
him. Appetite for alcohol and tobacco 
vanished. Sickness overwhelmed him 
and he was tried by the hardships of 
the war, but the old alcohol bondage 
never returned. By the power of the 
Holy Spirit he became a veritable child 
of God. And he had a child’s directness. 
“I have seen him rise in a debate on 
alcohol,” writes M. Babut, “and point 
his accusing finger at the drink-sellers 
present. Such was his Christian author- 
ity that they dared not reply.” He be- 
came a power for evangelization in his 
neighborhood. 

At the beginning of his Christian Iife 
he could not read, but he learned much 
of Scripture by hearing it read at meet- 
ings and in his own home, and used it 
with great comprehension. He was also 
a man of prayer, the soul of the prayer 
meeting which met Sunday evenings 
at the close of a day of testimony. “When 
he prayed no one could doubt that he 
was speaking to God and that God was 
there and answered him. One can never 
doubt, after knowing him, that a sinner 
can become a new creature in Christ. 
He ever gave powerful testimony in 
open-air meetings, or in visits to drunk- 
ards’ homes, or in gatherings of the 
Croix Bleue, over which he presided for 
many years.” 


The American Home Bible League was 
really started by William A. Chapman, a 
well-known real estate man in Chicago, 
in gratitude to God for salvation and 


out them. In the intervening five years 
sixty towns and cities in eleven states 
have been completely covered and 120,000 
homes visited. In these homes 20,000 
Bibles were placed, interest in Bible 
reading renewed, a great number of peo- 
ple brought under the influence of Sun- 
day school and church, and many have 
accepted Christ.. All because one sower 
went forth to sow! 

In Kalamazoo, Mich. 250 workers 
drawn from all denominations carried 
out a canvass which, in one week, placed 
1,500 Bibles. Muskegon’s (Mich.) can- 
vass discovered homes that had never 
had a call from any church before. In 
some instances families pledged them- 
selves to new endeavor, or asked that 
a minister call on them. Some expressed 
chagrin at not having had Holy Scrip- 
tures in their homes. 

There are no paid workers. It is im- 

portant that volunteers do this work for 
their own spiritual welfare. 
. At Lansing, Ill, a village of 1,500 
homes, the Christian Endeavor. Society 
of. Grace Reformed Church carried out 
the project. 

A Bible in Every American Home is 
the goal of this American Home Bible 
League, and its office is 10,822 Normal 
Ave., Chicago, ' 

The Journal of Religfon is a University 
of Chicago publication with all that that 
means. One is surprised, then, to read 
in its January number a spirited article 
in defense of the Trinity as “an indis- 
pensable norm,” by Mrs. Cornelia Le- 
Boutillier, Dean of Women in Reed Col- 
lege. This college has Unitarian contacts 
which makes such statements as the fol- 
lowing the more interesting: 

“Within Christian thought, to waive 
this doctrine is in fact to waive the- 
ology. .. . The three persons of the Trin- 
ity are an irreducible minimum for the 
formulation of a sound religious philos- 
ophy. . . . The formulation of the doc- 
trine of the Trinity, the explicit asser- 
tion of the experienced oneness of the 
three differentiated persons of God, was 
the result of centuries of rigorous intel- 
lectual discrimination and understanding 
synthesis of man’s deepest experience.” 


The Federal Council’s program for “a 
just and durable peace” has been pro- 
moted with 200,000 pieces of literature 
in addition to 130,000 which the Chris- 
tian Century sent out. Yet its sponsors 
have to report that the mass of Chris- 
tians are little interested. Dr. Van Kirk 
says that less than five per cent of the 
ehurches have taken it up for considera- 
tion, and the Christian Century believes 
this estimate too high. The fact of the 
matter is that American Christians, by 
atid ‘large, have no discernible interest 
in what interests this handful of Federal 
Council officials.. Indeed, they know lit- 
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tle or nothing about the Federal Council. 


The Scottish Parliament, on March 15, 
1543, made it “lawful for all lieges [sub- 
jects] to have the New Testament and 
the Old Testament in English or Scot- 
tish, of a good and true translation,” 
@n March 19, just four hundred years 
ago, this Act was proclaimed from the 
Market Cross, Edinburgh. Up to that 
time Christians kept their copies of Wy- 
cliffe’s translations, or of Tyndale’s more 
recent one, in concealment. Now it was 
permitted to bring them out and to read 
and study them in the open. This year 
is, then, the quadricentennial of the 
Open Bible in Scotland, the open Bible 
which has been the primary source of 
Scotland’s piety and intelligence and 
greatness. It is also the Tercentenary 
of the Assembly of Divines at Westmin- 
ster, London, June 12, 1643, another great 
date in Scottish ecclesiastical history, 
for it marked the formulation of Presby- 
terian theology the world over. 


T. Fukuyama is pastor of the feder- 
ated church at a Japanese relocation 
center in Idaho. He reports in Missions: 
“We are enjoying the creative challenge 
{!] of working across denominational 
lines. We have gotten rid of the old 
antagonisms between Christians and 
Buddhists. I have a hope that the faiths 
represented on the project — Catholic, 
Protestant, and Buddhist — can come to- 
gether to draw up a statement of faith 
to which all can subscribe.” Does Mis- 
sions approve? 


Brief Notes 


The Synarchists of Mexico are the op- 
posite of Anarchists, that is, theoreti- 
cally. Actually they act in much the 
same way. In Santa Ursula two be- 
lievers were seriously wounded by Syn- 
archist fanatics. In San Mateo Ixtacalco, 
Catholics broke into a Protestant church 
by night and placed the organ and pul- 
pit on a railroad track where the first 
train smashed them. At Atzala seven 
Evangelicals were murdered by a mob. 

Dr. Donald Barnhouse has been 
preaching on the air Sunday afternoons 
for sixteen years, and during that time 
$400,000 -has been contributed for radio 
expenses. Dr. Fosdick has been speaking 
at the same hour for more than sixteen 
years. No charge is made to him. It 
would be an interesting experiment. if 
he would exchange with Dr. Barnhouse, 
giving the latter his free time and going 
out in faith and on unsolicited contribu- 
tions, Mr. Rockefeller being excluded 
as contributor. Dare he try it?

The Lesson as a Whole

Approach to the Lesson 


Book of Numbers gives us the 
account of the wilderness - 
ences of the Children of Israel. It 

is the book of testing, covering the forty 
years between Sinai and the entrance 
into the land of Canaan. Just as Leviti- 
cus was the guidebook of the priests, 
Numbers might be designated the guide- 
book of the Levites, as it particularly 
emphasizes Levite service in connection 
with the transportation of the Taber- 
nacle and its furniture along the desert 
way to the Promised Land. The first 
four chapters give us the numbering 
of the tribes and their order when on 
the march or at rest. Nothing was to 
be haphazard or just left for human 
arrangement. Israel was God’s well- 
ordered camp, moving or remaining at 
His direction. Chapters 5 and 6 give us 
various laws relating to leprosy, mari- 
tal unfaithfulness, and Nazariteship. In 
shapter 7 we have the offerings of the 
heads of the tribes in connection with 
the dedication of the Tabernacle. In 
chapters 8 and 9 we find instruction 


concerning the consecration of the Le- 
vites, and the observance of the Pass- 
over. From chapter 10 fo 36 the book 
is occupied with the actual experiences 
of the people on their journeyings 
through the long years of their wander- 
ings. 

For us as Christians there are many 
salutary lessons, to which our atten- 
tion is called in the New Testament, 
where we are told that “all these things 
happened unto them for ensamples 
[types]: and they are written for our 
admonition, upon whom the ends of the 
world are come”.(1 Cor. 16:11). Their 
many failures are held up as warnings 
to us, lest we also go astray by unbelief 
and self-indulgence. The only path of 
safety is that of implicit obedience to 
the Word of the living God. To turn 
aside and follow the path of our per- 
sonal inclinations is. bound to result in 
failure, dishonor to God, and loss to our- 
selves. | 

It is well to remember that the wilder- 
ness was no part of God’s purpose for 
His people, but it was part of His ways 
with them, to bring them to a realiza- 
tion of their own frailty and the un- 
trustworthiness of their own hearts, in 
order that they might learn to depend 
entirely upon Himself.

The Historical Setting 


Israel abode a full year at the foot of 
Sinai, where they received the law and 
where the Tabernacle was constructed. 
In a few months they were at Kadesh- 
barnea, ready to go up. and possess the 
land, had faith been in exercise. But 
because of unbelief they were turned 
back into the wilderness and they wan- 
dered about for thirty-eight years until 
all that generation which came out of 
Egypt had died except Caleb and Joshua. 
Their wilderness .experiences were 
largely in the eastern part of the Sina- 
itic peninsula, between Mount Paran 
and the eastern branch of the Red Sea. 
Verse by Verse 

Num. 10:11.—“The cloud was taken up 
from off the tabernacle of the testi- 
mony.” When the camp was at rest, a 
cloudy pillar was seen rising from the 
holiest of all, of the sanctuary. The sig- 
nal to break camp and prepare to move 
onward was the lifting up of this cloud. 
It typified the presence of the Holy 
Spirit as the Guide of the people of God 
today. 

Verse 12.—“The children of Israel took 
their journeys out of the wilderness of 
Sinai,” where for a full year they had 
remained, “and the cloud rested in the 
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Lesson for September 12 


wilderness of Paran.” This was some- 
what northeast of Sinai and marked the 
end of the first stage of the second lap 
of their journey. 

Verse 20.—“Come thou with us, -and 
we will do thee good.” Hobab, to whom 
these words were addressed, was his 
brother-in-law. It was perfectly right 
to invite him to join the company, and 
had he done so it might have worked 
out for his blessing, but the verses that 
follow show that Moses had another 
motive for extending this invitation to 
Hobab, a motive of which the Lord could 
not approve. 


Verse 30.—“He said ...I will not go; 
but I will depart to mine own land.” 
Hobab was a Midianite and had no spe- 
cial desire to throw in his lot with Is- 
rael. His own land lay to the east, and 
he determined to return to it. 


Verse 31.—“Leave us not, I pray thee, 
. . « thou mayest be to us instead of eyes.” 
Moses urged Hobab to go with them as 
a guide, inasmuch as he: was familiar 
with all that desert country. But why 
did Israel] need such an one to show 
them the way when God Himself had 
undertaken to lead them by the cloudy 
pillar? It would have been the substi- 
tution of mere fallible human judgment 
for divine guidance. All that Moses 
said of Hobab was, doubtless, true. But 
he was not needed, and it seems to have. 
been a lapse on Moses’ part even to sug- 
Best such an arrangement. But how 
prone we all are to lean upon an arm 
of flesh and to prefer the leadership of 
some experienced man rather than to 
rely implicitky upon God! 

Verse 32.—“If thou go with us,... 
what goodness the Lord shall do unto 
us, the same will we do unto thee.” So 
eager was Moses to have Hobab accept 
his proposal that he sought to bargain 
with him in this way, but, so far as the 
record goes, there is no evidence that 
his brother-in-law accepted his offer, 
and it was best for Israel to be entirely 
dependent upon the Lord. 


Verse 33.—“The ark of the covenant of 
the Lord went before them... to search 
out a resting place for them.” Ordi- 
narily, the ark was carried by the priests 
in the midst of the line of the marching 
people (see chap. 2:17). But on this 
occasion, as though to show the folly 
of asking any man to go before them to 
seek out a camping site, the priests 
bearing the ark led the procession and 
all the tribes followed. Undoubtedly, 
God in some way indicated that this 


was His will—and so with the piilar of | 


cloud and the ark ef the covenant tak- 
ing the lead and indicating the way to 
go, the whole people marched on to 
their next resting place. How much more 
satisfactory was this definite, divine lead- 
ership than any man-directed arrange- 
ment! 


Verse 34.—“The cloud of the Lord was 
Upon them by day.”

was not only a pillar to guide them on 
the march, but when they were in camp 
it rose heavenward from above the sanc- 
tuary and then spread over the sky, thus 
shielding Israel from the heat and glare 
of the desert sun. See Psalm 105:39. 


Verse 35.—“Rise up, Lord, and let 
Each time 
they began a new lap of their journey 
Moses invoked God’s protecting care. 


Verse 35.—‘Return, O Lord, unto the 
many thousands of Israel.” When a new 
encampment was formed, Moses prayed 
for a constant evidence of the Lord’s 
presence with His people. 


The Heart of the Lesson 


When God promises guidance, faith 
counts upon Him and sees no necessity 
to look to human leadership. It is a 
great thing to be cast wholly upon the 
Lord, and to be ever under His direc- 
tion; to know that whether by day or by 
night His presence is with us, ever lead- 
ing us on to our heavenly inheritance. 
This He does by His Holy Spirit, who 
abides with His Church forever (John 
14: 16).

The Manna Despised. In chapter 11 
we are told how the people of Israel, 
influenced by the murmurings of the 
mixed multitude, despised the manna 
and complained because they had no 
other food. They lusted for the deli- 
cacies of Egypt, but they forgot the 
taskmasters’ whips. When people get 
out of fellowship with God, the things 
of the world become attractive again. 
But Israel’s backslidings brought judg- 
ment, and this is ever the result of de- 
parture in heart from the Lord (Prov. 
14: 14). 

The Sin of Miriam and Aaron. It is 
pitiable to find these two devoted souls 
— both older than their brother Moses 
— failing in their old age by complain- 
ing against the one whom God had 
chosen as His personal representative. 
Whatever his mistakes, he was account- 
able to God, not to them. So we, to- 
day, are cautioned against prejudging 
our brethren instead of leaving it to 
God to deal with them (1 Cor. 4:5; Rom. 
14:13). 


Applications and Summaries 

Of Israel in the wilderness it was 
written, “The Lord alone did lead him” 
(Deut. 32:12). This is God’s plan for 
each life — direct, divine guidance. 


The cloudy pillar and the silver trum- 
pets were linked together. They speak 
of the Holy Spirit and the Word of God, 
which always agree. It is never safe to 
trust any leading if it is not confirmed 
by the Word. 


Hobab may have been, and probably 
was, an excellent man, but he was not 
needed as “eyes” for Israel when they 
were under the definite guidance of the 
Lord. 


- The ark of the covenant was a type 
of Christ as the meeting place between 
God and men. When the camp was at 
rest, the ark was in the midst, and on 
their journeys the priests were respon- 
sible to carry it through the wilderness. 


When Moses suggested a human guide, 
the ark was put in the forefront of the 
procession to search out a resting place 
for the people. 


Do we know what it is to depend 
wholly upon God to direct us by His 
Spirit and His Word, or do ,we rely in- 
stead upon human direction? 


No matter how fiercely the rays of the 
sun might beat down upon the sur- 
rounding country, Israel was sheltered 
beneath the covering that the Lord had 
spread over them. 


God still delights to protect His peo- 
ple from the things that would distress 
and trouble them. It is our privilege 
to “abide under the shadow of the Al- 
mighty” (Psa. 91:1). 

When Israel shall be restored to God 
and their land. in the Kingdom age, 
they will know once more what it is 
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to rest under Jehovah's protecting care 
(Isa. 49:8-10). 

When uncertain what to do or how 
to move, it is best to stand still and 
wait upon God to make known His will. 
We read that “the steps of a good man 
are ordered by the Lord” (Psa. 37:23). 
In the margin of George Mueller’s Bible 
he had written “and the stops.”

The Japanese 
told of a young Japanese flier who had 
received orders to lead ten planes in an 
air attack on a defenseless Chinese city. 


’ With this commission in view, he flew 


toward the city, leading the other nine 
machines. As he approached the city, 
he saw before him a multitude of angels 
with drawn swords, blocking his way. 
Believing them to be only cloud forma- 
tions, he flew ahead, but was stopped by 
these beings. He was a devoted Buddhist, 
but the incident made'such a deep im- 
pression on him that he turned about, 
and his squadron followed him. It was 
further related in Dr. Kimbers’ letter 
that he was executed for not carrying 
out orders. In the letter from the Chi- 
nese, an account was given of the fright 
the inhabitants of the defenseless city 
had experienced upon hearing that ten 
planes were coming to bombard their 
city. A devoted Chinese pastor . had 
fallen upon his knees and prayed that 
God would somehow hinder those planes 
from coming. For several hours he 
struggled with God in prayer, until. he 
saw the squadron approach; then sud- 


- denly, he saw the leader irresolutely 


swerve back and forth, after which he 
turned back the same way he had come, 
followed by the other nine: machines.”

Grading and Organizing—And the 
children of Israel took their journeys 
out of the wilderness of Sinai; and the 
cloud rested in the wilderness of Paran 
(Num. 10:12). It must have been an 
overwhelming and tremendous spectacle 
to see that great company of people 
coming through the great trench of the 
waters of the Red Sea and moving after 
the cloud through the wilderness to 
Sinai. What a mob of people it must 
have been! And hbw necessary that 
it should be separated, co-ordinated, and 
regulated. I think we do not fully ap- 
preciate what a job Moses and Aaron 
had on their hands with these hundreds 
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of thousands of human beings to look 
after. They could only do it with God’s 
help. 

So it was at Sinai that time was taken 
for the tribes to separate and crystallize 
and get in shape for the hundreds of 
thousands of men and women and chil- 
dren to migrate to the Promised Land. 

In the early days. of this country, 
when the hardy pioneers moved to the 
great West and Northwest, they. would 
gather at St. Louis for some days, mak- 
ing up the party which came from dif- 
ferent sections of the. East.. The wagons 
and horses would be looked after, sup- 
plies laid in,.and the scouts. who were 


. to be the “Hobabs” of the company, the 


Kit Carsons, Davy Crockets, etc., were 
engaged. 
I went West with many such companies 
and fought the “Injuns.” 


Something Useful to Do.—Moses said 
unto Hobab, . . ..come thou with us, and 
we will do thee good (v. 29). And you 
read that Hobab turned down the in- 
vitation to have “good” done to him. 
Then you read Moses changed his in- 
vitation to, Come thou with us as 
“eyes.” Hobab knew the country just 
as the old scouts referred to in. the for- 
mer paragraph knew the western coun- 
try and its perils of rivers, prairie fires, 
and Indians. ' 

We are not given Hobab’s answer to 
the second plea, but we think he must 
have consented to be “eyes” to the Chil- 
dren of Israel, for we find the family 
among the Hebrews later (Judges 4:11). 

One lesson here is so plain that it 
is a wonder more ministers and other 
leaders in religious and secular affairs 
do not understand and take advantage 
of the idea. Not “come along and be 
benefited,” but “come along and help” 
it what attracts many men. The wise 
church has its elders and deacotis at 
the doors to welcome those who come 
and-to greet those who-go. Such a 


church has the younger men in an - 


ushers’ association to take up the offer- 
ing, and the church is full of organiza- 
tions with which to interest the mem- 
bership. Take a hint from the Salvation 
Army, where every “soldier” is “on the 
job.” 

“Something to do,” or, as Moses put it, 
“eyes,” often changes the whole trend 
of a life. Our plant is in South Coates- 
ville, which adjoins the city. Some 
years ago there was a boy there who 
was incorrigible. He led a gang into 
all sorts of mischief. One time they 
thought it was rare sport to break win- 
dows, He was the despair of his school- 
teacher. The boy. had some good points, 
and the authorities hesitated to send 
him to.a reform school. 

The farm of eur sister, Eliza Baker, 
was in the district, and she was a school 
director. It occusred to her to. organ- 
ize a sort of Junior Republic in the 
school,— something after the famous 
Boy Town out in Nebraska. They made

the bad, hopeless boy Chief of the 
Police. Amd this responsibility made a 
new boy out of the “holy terror.” The 
other boys chuckled when he was ap- 
pointed. They were going to have “lots 
of fun.” They had a surprise party. 
The new Chief of Police turned out to 
be “hard-boiled” and woe betide the 
youngster who didn’t mind his P’s and 
Q’s. In:fact, this boy became “eyes” to 
‘the schoolmarm, and her “star” scholar. 
Get the idea? 


“Let Us Sing.”—When the ark set for- 
ward ... Moses said, Rise up, Lord, 
and let thine enemies be scattered; and 
let them’ that hate thee flee before thee 
“And when it rested, he said, 
Return, ‘© Lord, unto the many thou- 
sands of Israel.” We also learn § that 
Miriam took a- timbrel,. and all ‘the 
‘women went out after her with timbrels, 
and Miriam sang: “Sing ye to the Lord, 
for he hath triumphed gloriously; the 
horse and his rider hath he thrown into 
the sea” (Exod. 15:20, 21). 


Then we find, years after, when Is- 


nt 
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rael was settled in the Promised ‘Land, 
that another woman, Deborah, and ‘her 
general, Barak, sang .a similar song of 
rejoicing in God’s deliverance (Judges 
5:1). And these'songs of rejoicing add 
up to this: They surely had something 
to sing about. 


The urge to sing under deliverance 
from danger seems to be implanted in 
our human nature. One of the outstand- 
ing features of great revival meetings 
is, the spontaneous, hearty singing of the 
great congregations as they realize their 
faith in the Lord Jesus has saved them 
from the Egypt of sin and brought them 
into the Promised Land of the Lord’s 
redeemed ones. As they would say 
down the Keswick way, “They have 
come into the victorious life.” And be- 
ing a “victor” you can have something 
as worth while as Moses and Deborah 
to sing about. 


Some of us have to do our singing 
in our hearts. As for myself, I could 
not “raise a tune” if my life depended 
upon my doing so. When I was in col- 
lege I studied Latin, French, German, 
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and a little Greek. None of these have 
been of any practical use to me in my 
life’s activities. If I had just been taught 
a little music I could have helped my- 
self out of many a hard place when 
organist or pianist failed to turn up. I 
have no trouble to “lead in prayer” or 
to “say a few words of testimony.” But 
when it comes to “lead the singing” — 
well, I’m not a flop, for I can’t even try. 
All I can say is, “In place of the usual 
song service we will have a Bible read- 
ing” !

For Primary Teachers

HILDREN all know what an invita- 

tion means. Johnny has a birth- 
day, and his mother sends an invitation 
to Mary_and a number of other little 
friends to come to his party. And 
everyone goes who can, because it will 
be a nice party. 

There are other kinds of invitations 
that grown-up people receive. Some- 
times they accept with pleasure, and 
sometimes they decline with even more 
pleasure. There are invitations to do 
wrong things, and go to places where 
the Lord Jesus would not want us to go, 
and we say “NO” to those invitations. 

In our lesson today we hear about 
an invitation that was refused. We have 
been learning about Moses. This is 
more about him. You remember that 
when he was a young man he ran away 
from Pharaoh’s palace in Egypt and 
went away into the land of Midian, 
where he met a group of seven sisters 
who had come to the well to water their 
father’s flocks. He helped them, and 
kept the men shepherds back so they 
could get the water first. They must 
have had a hard fime watering the 
sheep, for they went home and told 
their father how this Egyptian had 
driven the shepherds away. Their father 
asked to see Moses, and invited him te 
stay with them. Moses accepted this 
invitation, and, after awhile, he mar- 
ried Zipporah, one of the seven sisters. 
He still lived there in Midian until God 
called him to go back to Egypt and 
bring out His people, the Israelites. 

Now years have passed, and Moses is 
back again at Mt. Sinai, with the Is- 
raelties, and the brother of Zipporah 
came to visit Moses and his family, just 
as we go.to visit our relatives. They 
must have gotten on very well together, 
for Moses gave him an invitation to go 
on with the Israelites through the wilder- 
ness, and take his part in the blessings 
that God had promised to Israel. Moses 
also told him he could be of great help 
to them in going through the wilderness 
because he knew the land and could be 
as eyes to them. 

But Hobab, for that was the man’s 
name, said, “I will not go; but I will 
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depart ‘to mine own Jand, and to my 
kindred.” 


Why didn’t he want to go with Moses? 

Probably because his family and 
friends were all in Midian, and his 
wealth and business interests. They 
meant more to him than. going with 
God’s people. We do not read much 
more about Hobab. There is a mention 
of his children. 

.Hobab .was a worshiper of God, it 
seems. His father Reuel was, and later 
we find his children on God’s side in a 
war. But he apparently was not willing 
to. go with Israel. ; 

Maybe we can learn something about 
invitations from Hobab. We are asked, 
invited, to go to Sunday ‘school. We 
have accepted the Lord Jesus Christ as 
our Saviour,.and we worship Him; but 
we want to go somewhere else on Sun- 
day morning, so we refuse the invita- 
tion. They really need us at Sunday 
school, just as Moses thought he needed 


‘Hobab, but we still refuse. 


Perhaps we are asked to go to a Chil- 
dren’s Bible class after school; but we 
want.to play with some other children, 
and so we refuse. We miss the blessing 
we could have had; and they needed us 
at the Bible class, but we refused. 

Do you see what a difference it makes 
what invitations we accept? All through 
life, it will make just such a difference. 
The people who never learn to love the 
Lord are the people who aecept the 
wrong invitations and go with the wrong 
crowd. 

Satan is always giving invitations to 
the wrong things and places. Sometimes 
they are such beautiful invitations, and 
seem all right to us when we are little; 
but if we ask the Lord Jesus, He will 
guide us to accept only the right invita- 
tions.

SMALL box, covered with brown 

cloth, may be placed in the sand 
table near the foot of Mount Sinai as 
a reminder of the Tabernacle. Where 
was the Tabernacle located in the camp? 
Whose presence stayed there? How 
must the people live to keep Him there 
in their ntidst? What- success did you 
have in remembering “Be ye holy; for 
I am holy”? 

Moses’ people camped at Sinai for 
nearly.a year. During this time the 
laws, rules, and directions for their life 
with God and with one another were 
given. A census, or count, of the men 
who were able to fight was taken by fam- 
ilies and tribes. Reckoning in the prob- 
able number of women and children, 
there must have been at least two mil- 
lion people. With the census is begfn a 
new book in the Bible, and the name 
of that book is Numbers because it be- 
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gins with*the numbering of the people. 
Can you find it? 

Then one day the cloud that rested 
over the Tabernacle rose. The people 
knew what that meant and got busy. Do 
you know what it meant? Numbers 10: 
11, 12 explains. If you still do not un- 
derstand, look back in 9:15-17. 

Moses’ brother-in-law, Hobab, had 
been visiting Moses’ people at Sinai. 
Now that they were moving on, he de- 
cided to go back to his homeland. Moses 
urged him to stay. Reginald and Leon- 
ard will read the conversation between 
them. (See that the boys are previously 
well prepared for the dialogue.) Why 
did-Moses want Hobab to stay? Was it. 
because Hobab could help them? What 
did Moses mean by “Thou mayest be to 
us instead of eyes”? Hobab had probably 
led his flocks through this region before, 
and had become acquainted with the 
country. And in return Moses promised 
to share “what goodness the Lord shall 
do unto us.” 

Sometimes we think of life as a road 
along which we travel. Both the wise 
man, Solomon, and the Son of God, the 
Lord Jesus Christ, tell us there are two 
roads (Prov. 4:14, 15; 18; Matt. 7:13, 
14. While considering the Matthew 
verses, draw two roads, one wide and 
one narrow, running at an angle to each 
other. At the end of each write its 
destination. Along the appropriate road 
write “many people,” and “few people.” 
Then turn back to Proverbs and find what 
kind of people travel each road and add‘ 
to the diagram.) 

When the Lord was nearing the end of 
His journey on earth, He reminded His 
friends that they knew where He was 
going and also how to get there them- 
selves. But they said they did not know. 
The answer came, “I am the way,.. . 
no man cometh unto the Father, but by 
me” (John 14:6). We might say, then, 
that the narrow gate to the road to God, 
and Life, and Heaven—our Prorhised 
Land —represents the Lord Himself; 
and when we believe in Him and take 
Him for our Saviour and Guide, we 
enter the gate and are on the right road. 
(The teacher may expand this idea, 
comparing it with Moses’ invitation to 
Hobab; and if it seems advisable, culmi- 
nate it by asking all those pupils who 
are traveling this road to join her at the 
front of the room. They may link arms. 
Then the invitation may be given for 
others who will come.)

Pupils may be urged to invite new 
school acquaintances to journey with 
them to Sunday school. Invitation cards 
may be made by drawirig a simple out- 
line of the facade of your church with 
footprints leading to the open door.

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may be written beneath. The name of 
the church or Sunday school class should 
be given, and the time of meeting. The 
child giving the card should arrange: to 
call for, and bring the new child, if 
possible.

Are You TRAVELING HEAVENWARD 
WITH CHRIST? 
THIS lesson we find the Israelites 
doing three things that remind us of 
the earth journey of Christians toward 
our heavenly Home. (1) They were 
lined up and ready to move at God’s 
command (Num. 10:1-28). (2) They in- 
vited others to travel with them (vs. 
29-32). (3) Through the cloud they rec- 
ognized God’s presence and desire every 
day (vs. 33-36). 

Read the first ten chapters of Num- 
bers and note the comparisons between 
preparation of the Israelites and prep- 
aration of Christians for a victorious 
life. 

Protection (Num. 1). Inconveniences, 
dangers, and enemies are encountered 
along any path of travel. How may we 
overcome these foes and protect our- 
selves against trouble? Such problems 
occupy the minds of military leaders, 
scientists, and social workers, as well as 
a vast army of ordinary folk, and con- 
sume large fortunes and human lives. 
The Word of God emphasizes the need 
of protection of God’s. people against 
enemies of the spiritual life, and gives 
the means of deliverance. If it were 
not for Christ, our spirits would soon 
be overcome (Eph. 6:12; Rom. 8:37). 

Home Life (Chap. 2). Consider the 
value of home to a child, a traveler, or 
any of us. The War Manpower Com- 
mission is recognizing this value, and 
is urging that mothers of young children 
should not be employed until all other 
sources of labor are exhausted. Ade- 
quate provision must then be made for 
the children’s care. Let us pray and 
work for Christian homes (Luke 2:51; 
John 19:25-27). 

Occupation (Chaps. 3, 4). Nobody 
likes an idler, and certainly there is no 
room for one on the heavenly highway. 
There is more Christian work to be 
done, both at home and on mission fields, 
than there are laborers to serve, We 
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must not neglect ordinary duties of life, 
war-emergency jobs, and the needs of 
civilian defense; but if you have become 
so busy and tired in other things that 
you have no time or strength for the 
Lord’s work, had you not better re- 
adjust your problem? (Eccles. 3:1.) 

Cleanlinéss (Chaps. 5, 6, 8). Israel was 
the cleanest nation on earth in morals, 
habits, and sanitation. God wanted a 
clean people to represent Him, and now 
only those ‘who have accepted the 
cleansing provided ‘at Calvary can enter 
the life that leads toward the clean and 
holy City of God (Psa. 24:3, 4; Rév. 21: 
27). 

Gifts (Chap. 7). We cannot pay our 

way into Heaven, nor are we taxed for 

the. support of God’s work. Willing of- 
ferings are-needed for Kingdom ex- 
penses. Primitive peoples often put 
Christians to shame when they bring 
their simple best as offerings to their 
gods. Surely our best is far too small 
to One who has made us joint heirs with 
the Son of God (2 Cor. 8:2, 5). 


Directions (Chap. 9). The Children 
of Israel, organized for their march, 
waited at Sinai to keep the Passover and 
worship their Deliverer. Do we pause 
to worship Him before we march into 
new ventures? “Command,” or “com- 
mandment,” is used nine times in this 
chapter. The cloud was the symbol of 
God’s desire for Israel, as the Bible, re- 
vealed through the Holy Spirit; brings 
God’s desire to us (John 16:13). 

Invitation (Chap. 10). Moses made 
“the place of which the Lord” had 
spoken seem attractive to Hobab. He 
assured this desert man that his talents 
would find ample outlet. along the way; 
and he promised that their association 
would bring mutual blessing. Only as 
the Lord has shared His goodness with 
us can we be a blessing to our fellow 
travelers. How may we who are thrilled 
with the anticipation of eternal com- 
munion with the Lord Jésus convey this 
exuberance to those. who are not walk- 
ing in God’s way? Imagine the power 
of united prayer if each’ class. of girls 
would begin this morning to pray for 
world-wide revival among: youth. The 
prayers of Moses might well be offered 
for this needy world (vs. 35, 36).

I believe that every 
fellow has the right, when he lies down 


to rest at night, to have the satisfaction - 


of knowing that this old world is a lit- 
tle better off because he lived in it to- 
day: Not worse, but better. And the 
point in this lesson is to assure you that 
you have just as much back of you fo 
make that possible as Moses had when 
he said to Hobab, “Come with me and 
you will get a blessing!” For the Lord 
hath spoken good concerning you, too.

Clark, sensing the need of the . new, 
young converts in his own church, 
wisely sought to follow the command of 
the Lord Jesus to seek first the King-

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‘Therefore, in so far as. Christian En- 


deavor societies, or other young people’s 
organizations similarly conceived, have 
adhered to these four basic principles 
they have gone forward to build up and 
strengthen the lives of their members in 
the Christian way, to win others for 
Christ, and to be of inestimable’ service 
to the Christian church. Let us see 
some of the ways in .which the four 
principles that Dr. Clark chose as the 
basis of his first society are embodied 
in our Scripture lesson for this week. 
sae 

The first verse of our Scripture les- 
son contains a word that throws us back 
into the eleventh chapter. It is that 
word “therefore.” In the eleventh chap- 
ter Paul has summed up the argument 
that runs through chapters 9, 10, and 11, 
showing the place of Israel in God’s pro- 
gram. Then, turning to his Gentile 
hearers, he reminds them that they also, 
in times past, did not believe God but 
have now obtained mercy through hear- 
ing the Gospel and believing, Paul then 
continues, “I beseech you therefore.” In 
other words, what follows is based on 
the fact that those to whom Paul is 
speaking have first believed on Christ 
and have confessed Him as their Sav- 
iour. 

But that is not all. Confession of 
Christ and a recognition of His grace 
and mercy in saving us must necessarily 
lead to a desire to serve Him and please 
Him. That desire can best be fulfilled, 
Paul shows, by presenting, or yielding; 
to God all our faculties (v. 1), and let- 
ting Him transform us into the like- 
ness of His dear Son (v. 2). Only in 
this way can we know what-God’s will 
is, and it is obvious that we cannot do 
God’s will or: serve Him: acceptably un- 
til-we know what His will is. 

° * ’ 

But no believer lives unto himself. We 
are all members of one body (vs. 4, 5). 
That body is the Church of which Christ 
Himself is the Head. Therefore believers 
are to work not only to please Christ, 
but also for the good of His body, re- 
alizing that their failure or faithfulness 
affects all the other parts, and, like- 
wise, their faithfulness and zeal stimu- 
late and help the other parts, as Paul 
shows in 1 Corinthians 12. 


ue 

This interrelationship of all parts of 
Christ’s body with one another brings 
us finally to the fourth principle upon 
which Christian Endeavor is founded, — 
that of fellowship with Christ’s people. 
If we will read on a bit, in this twelfth 
chapter of Romans, beyond the portion 
assigned for our lesson, we shall find 
that brotherly love for other believers 
and a concern for a preferment of others 
is strongly emphasized (vs. 9-16). 

Shall we not therefore at the begin- 
ning of the more active work of the 
fall and winter examine our particular 
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society and see just how closely we are 
adhering today to the basic principles 
upon which we were founded? Shall 
we not also, as individuals, ask our- 
selves how closely we are measuring up 
to the standards laid down in God’s 
Word for consistent, and consecrated, 
and efficient Christian service?

A Layman's Scripture Exposition 
(Continued from second page) 


Lord, is it I?” (Matt. 26:22.) So to- 
day, Bible-forsaking clergy, who do 
not recognize the deity of Christ, rarely 
give him a, better title than “Master.” 
Judas said, “Master, is it I?” (Matt. 26: 
25.) The unbelieving Jews in their dis- 
cussions with Christ also used the title 
“Master” on occasion, fever that of 
“Lord.” In the very word “Lord” is a 
confession of Christian faith: “If thou 
shalt confess with thy mouth Jesus as 
Lord ... thou shalt be saved” (Rom. 
10;9, R.V.). 


Mr. Kinney at this point makes a very 
acute observation. The Spirit, he says, 
as author of the Gospel of John, uses 
the name “Jesus,” but the disciples when 
they spoke of Christ said “the Lord 
Jesus.” Thus in 26: 24, 25, “Thomas was 
not with them when Jesus came. The 
other disciples therefore said unto him, 
“We have seen the Lord.” In verse 26, 
“Then came Jesus, the doors being shut.” 
Verses 28, 29: “Thomas... said, My 
Lord and my God. Jesus saith unto 
him, Thomas.” The name “Jesus,” oc- 
curring without the title “Lord,” is used 
by the Holy Spirit in “editorial” remark. 
It was he, as historian, who in verses 
30, 31 chose the words, “did Jesus in the 
presence of his disciples... . that Jesus 
is the Christ.” If John used these words 
without inspiration we should be con- 
fronted with the question, How could 
John picture himself as invariably say- 
ing “Lord” or “Lord Jesus” in the col- 
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loquial text, and then as historian just 
as invariably leaving out the title? When 
he represents himself in the narrative 
as always calling Jesus “Lord,” would 
he not be denying this if, as historian 
and writer, he should repeatedly speak 
of Jesus without the title “Lord”? Here 
then is an indication of inspiration, mov- 
ing behind John. 





Light is thrown on Peter’s words (1 
Pet. 2:24), “Who his own self bare our 
sins in his own body on [or to] the 
tree,” by the fact that the Hebrew word 
nasah, rendered “forgiving or pardon- 
ing” is, in other places, rendered “to 
lift up, or to bear.” This entitles us to 
translate Micah 7:18, “Who is 2 God like 
unto thee that beareth [rather than 
“pardoneth”]) iniquity,” just as in Isaiah 
53 we read, “He hath borne our griefs 
.« « He bare the sin of many.” This 
translation foreshadows the substitution- 
ary work of Christ as the Sin-bearer, 
or, in the words of John the Baptist, 
“the Lamb of God, which beareth the 
sin of the world” (John 1:29, marg.). 
So when the Lord descended in a cloud 
and stood by Moses and proclaimed the 
name of the Lord it was not merely as 
one who forgave iniquity but, literally 
translated, ‘ “bearing iniquity” (Exod. 
34:7). 

Again, in 1 Corinthians 11:26, “For as 
often as ye eat this bread, and drink 
this cup, ye do shew the Lord’s death 
till he come,” the marginal reading, 
“Shew forth the Lord’s death !” (impera- 
tive) is the correct translation. It is an 
admonition to show forth and goes 
straight back to Exodus 13:8 where the 
Passover celebration is enjoined: “And 
thou shalt shew thy son in that day, 
saying, This is done because of that 
which the Lord did unto me when I 
came forth out of Egypt. And it shall 
be for . . . a memorial.” This is the 
Jewish Haggadah, or “shewing.” 





These books are full of wisdom; also 
of ingenuity which justifies itself and 
is not merely ingenious. The following 
is an illustration. It presents a trinity 
of evil as opposed to the blessed Trinity. 
Thus: The World is against the Father. 
“If any man love the world, the love 
of the Father is not in him” (1 John 2: 
15). The flesh is against the Spirit. “For 
the flesh lusteth against the Spirit, and 
the Spirit against the flesh” (Gal. 5:17). 
The Devil is against the Son. “For this 
purpose was the Son of God manifested, 
that he might destroy the works of the 
devil” (1 John 3:8). 

Mr. Kinney doubtless draws out of his 
treasury things old as well as new. It 
were hardly possible otherwise, .consid- 
ering the two thousand years of Bible 
study. But the above-quoted extracts 
are new to the present reviewer, and 
the books as a whole cannot fail to be 
useful even to experienced teachers of 
the Bible.

The Sure Word of Prophecy. By John 
W. Bradbury, D.D. (Fleming H. Revell 
Co., New York City, $1.75.) On one oc- 
casion one of the well-known. theolo- 
gians of the generation just passed said 
that the next great branch of theology 
to be formulated was that of eschatology, 
the doctrine of the final things. He was 
calling attention to the historic develop- 
ment of doctrine. At Nicaea the doc- 
trine of the person of Christ was put 
into final form; during the time of Au- 
gustine the doctrine of fallen man as 
dead in trespasses and sins was settled; 
during the Reformation the question of 
justification by faith came to the fore. 
These being the steps in which God has 
led historic Christianity, the time has 
now come for the putting into final form 
the questions of eschatology. 

Many of the theologians of these days 
bélieve that a clear Biblical expression 
concerning prophecy is necessary. On 
the oné hand, there is a lamentable neg- 
lect of the subject, while, on the other 
hand, wild theories that cannot bear the 
light of the Word are being advocated. 

To assist in clearing up these ques- 
tions a group of believers, counseled by 
many well-known and trusted Bible 
teachers, decided to call a conference on 
Christian faith in its relation to proph- 
ecy. The program of this congress on 
prophecy was carefully arranged by Dr. 
Joseph Hoffman Cohn of the American 
Board of Missions to the Jews and was 
carried out in the Calvary Baptist 
Church, New York, last November. 

This book is a report of the congress, 
compiled and edited by Dr. John W. 
Bradbury, Editor of The Watchman-Ex- 
aminer. This able and versatile student 
of present-day theological trend is well 
fitted for such a task. It begins with 
an affirmation signed by many of the 
teachers and passed with unanimous as- 
sent by the congress after having been 
read. This affirmation deals with proph- 
ecy in relation to the Church, to the 
world, to Israel, and to anti-Semitism. 
The remainder of the volume is taken 
up with the report of the addresses 
given by many of the leading Bible 
teachers of America on prophetic sub- 
jects. As editor of these addresses Dr. 
Bradbury has done an excellent piece of 
work, It is to be hoped that the volume 
will go far toward bringing order out 
of chaos in the prophetic teaching of our 
day. 

Martin Niemoeller. By Basil Miller. 
(Zondervan Publishing House, Grand 
Rapids, Mich., $1.25.) How could Martin 
Niemoeller, famous German Christian, 
offer his services to the Axis in the 
present conflict? And why is it that 
Hitler has not long since made away 
with this man who has so persistently

withstood him? These and many like 
questions regarding this world figure 
are well answered in Dr. Miller’s biog- 
raphy. 

The story has for its background a 
pious Lutheran parsonage, where young 
Martin heard the call of the sea and was 
aided by sympathetic parents to enter 
the naval academy. The change from 
U-boat to pulpit, from pastorate to post 
of mission executive, and from thence 
to championship for God and the faith 
are all described as preparatory to life’s 
great goal, that of a brave witness for 
Christ. At this point the reader is some- 
what surprised to be spared the detailed 
horror of prison sufferings, the empha- 
sis being on the glories and privileges 
rather than on martyrdom and the cross. 
The story closes with Niemoeller still 
fighting his inner refuge in Luther’s 
“Ein’ Feste Burg.” 


Christ for America. By Horace F. Dean. 
(Fleming H. Revell Co., 158 Fifth Ave., 
New York, $1.) Believing that soul-win- 
ning is the greatest work Christians can 
do, that it can be done only through 
the power of the Spirit, and that all 
things should be “done decently and in 
order,” three men prominent in the field 
have collaborated to produce this valu- 
able handbook on the conduct of large 
evangelistic campaigns. Evangelist Hy- 
man Appelman makes an impassioned 
appeal in the first chapter on “Mass 
Evangelism.” No one who has heard 
him can forget the power of his heart- 
searching messages, which bring the un- 
saved to the foot of the cross, and move 
easy-going Christians to godly sorrow 
and repentance. Mr. George T. B. Davis 
gives glimpses in the second chapter of 
the great Torrey-Alexander meetings in 
Australia, Great Britain, and America, 
“during which fully one hundred thou- 
sand persons professed faith in Christ.” 
He also tells how to begin and conduct 
cottage prayer meetings. Mr. Dean, for- 
mer vice-president and treasurer of the 
Philadelphia School of the Bible, in his 
three chapters tells how to prepare for 
and carry through an evangelistic cam- 
paign in any city. The men who served 
under him during the Appelman Cam- 
paign in Philadelphia in Jaruary, 1942, 
agree that as general chairman Mr. Dean 
showed unusual foresight and executive 
ability. It is to be hoped that this book 
may be greatly used of God to promote 
soul-winning campaigns in many towns 
and cities throughout our country, and 
thus be instrumental in leading multi- 
tudes of souls to Christ.

The first half of the book considers 
not only the lure, practice, and effect 
of dancing, but also its history. This 
the author dates back to 1627 when a 
French libertine named Gault invented 
the round dance, and was guillotined 
five years later for assault and murder 
of his own sister. Page after page of 
heart-rending illustration follow, show- 
ing that from this nefarious beginning, 
dancing between sexes has ever been 
the greatest foe to social purity. 

Regarding the movies, Dr. Carrara 
answers the assertion, “There is some 
good in movies,” with, “So is there some- 
thing good in the garbage pail.” And 
without mincing words, he proceeds to 
show that the movie house is indeed a 
“kindergarten of hell.” 

And in each succeeding chapter as 
well, facts and narratives are of such 
color and proportion as to send the 
reader to his knees, seeking miracle 
intervention from God Himself.
